But 
we hold that high interest rates cre- 
ates a further inducement for men to 
speculate. They are to an appreciable 
extent, crowded out of pursuits where 
the profits are small but sure by the 
high interest, and they naturally 
crowd into something where they 
may make large profits by a small in- 
vestment of money. Those who own 
property mis send up the rent to an 
enormous figure to make their prop- 
erty return them as muchas their money 
at interest would yield. The poor 
man says: ‘“‘Iastead of putting my few 
hundred dollars into a home, I can 
more profitably loan it and with the 
interest more than pay my rental.” 
They live ready to move to-morrow, 
and are oaly anxious for something to 
turn up for them to speculate in. A 
community of such men are not sta- 
ble. They find that they have little 
to hold them toa place. Money has 
a disproportionate value to other 
property. Houses and land and live 
stock may do very-well for a few, but 
the clink of the dellar is too rich 
music to us all. Of course to 
account for the dull times one must 
take many ‘contributing causes into 
consideration, but we believe that at 
least a leading cause of the present 
depression in business is the too great 
value of money. Other property 
which is in active use. and which may 
be higbly productive, should be in 
greater demand. High interest de- 
creases the active use of money, since 
many cannot meet the interest re- 
quired, and hence millions lie in the 
banks unloaned ani absolutely of no 
use. The owners of the large amounts 
of this unised capital are willing to 
make secured loans in large sums at 
reasonable rates. But this does not 
reach the many who could borrow $100 
to $1000 if they were loaned on the 
same terms with large borrowers. 
This virtual usury is against» public 
policy since a demand is made and a 
price paid for the use of an article 
which price of use is incommensurate 
with the benefits received. The lessee 
must mike a profit by means which, as 
ageneral ruleis not calculated to encour- 
age honest,, stab!e business transac- 
tions. The result is ‘obvious on re- 
flection. We start into business to 
“make or break,’ and if the means we 
may employ are not to be commended, 
the end sought is so very desirable 
that conscience is quictly hushed 
down, and we have but to plunge for- 
ward to outward trumpeted success or 
scarecly observed failure. The fail- 
ures sink down, cause a little ripple, 
while we who succeed ride merrily on, 
lost to all save the prize ahead. 
However, to draw pictures and make 
assertions is very easy work. The 
worthless day-dreamer, he who is filled 
with idle words, may outpour their 
nothings on matters of vast impor- 
tance. Else we shall justly subject 
ourselves to the same criticism, we 
have this to offer in conclusion: Small 
' eapitalists can net provide the remedy. 
The moneyed men must bring the _ re- 
lief, and their money must circulate 
in small as well as large towns, and in 
all branches of business and at low 
rates of interest.

KEARNEY TO THE FRONT.

At the San Francisco sand lots on 


Sunday Kearney bade farewell to bis 
flock, which he consigned during his 
absence to the Eastern States to the 
pastoral care of parson Wellock. In 
the course of his remarks Kearney 
made a brutal attack upon the mem- 
ory of Friedlander, denouncing him 
as a thief and monopolist. He an- 
nounced his intention of starting his 
Eastern campaign in Boston, where he 
intended to set the workingmen think- 
ing. Kearney is a bold fellow, and as 
a crude, fearless revolutionist does not 
harbor much respect for the living or 
dead. It is not specially necessary 
that Friedlander’s virtues be extolled 
because he lies cold in death, yet to 
stuutly ignore these, and denounce 
him as a criminal transcends, the 
bounds of decent propriety and brands 
Kearney as one who delights in tra- 
ducing the character of men who have 
much property. It must be a weak 
cause which fiads stimulus from such 
crude sources. Next Sunday morning 
he will start for Boston to set the 
workingmen thinking. Perhaps the 
authorities may provide him with 
board and lodging, when he may tuink 
it were better for him tv be quietly 
attending his own business in San 
Francisco. 


THE POTTER TRADUCERS. 

At the conclusion of the examina- 
tion of Kellogg before the Potter com- 
mittee, the committee adjourned to 
meet on the 23d at Atlantic City, New 
Jersey. Kellogg’s testimony is en- 
tirely contradictory to that given by 
Anderson. The latter’s evidence has 
been so frequently and severely criti- 
cised that its falsity is quite ‘appa. 
rent. The sub-committee is at New 
Orleans, examining witnesses. We 
have read the tes‘imony thus far ad- 
duced, »nd we certainly fail to per- 
ceive anything that does not indicate 
that the politics of both parties in 
Louisiana are more or less corrupt. 
The witnesses are for the most part 
liars, since they contradict each other. 
There is nothing in all tais inquiry 
that reflects credit upon any one, 
Probably the object was to muke po- 
litical capital and injure the Presi- 
dent. The result has not been very 
comforting to the traducers, nor ex- 
hibited a healthy state of political 
honesty in Democratic or Republican 
quarters South. 


WAR IN OREGON. 

The news from the Indian war is 
not very satisfactory, nor, evidently, 
very valuable for its reliability. The 
red-skins are now spreading in Oregon. 
and a fight has just been had between 
General Miles and 500 Umatilla In- 
dians. Miles had 300 infantry. The 
Savages were well mounted. Miles 
had two men wounded, and the red- 
skins lost about fifteen. Io this battle 
the Indians made their first charge. 
Miles holds the fort, and Colonel For- 
sythe is coming. The town of Wal- 
lula is threatened, and Grande Ronde 
and Powder river valleys have been 
deserted. Six white men were killed 
by the Indians at Cayuse, and the sta- 
tion buroed. It is time the govern- 
ment was sending out a peace com- 
mission,

POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 

Instead of canvassing the Depart- 
ments for election funds, the Secretary 
of the Republican Congressional Com- 
mittee has caused a circular to be dis- 
tributed among clerks and others, in- 
forming them that as the rules render 
difficult their absence during office 
hours, arrangement has been made for 
the Treasurer to be at a specified bank 
from 4 to 5 o’clock each afternoon to 
receive contributions.
